ces the Example of Conſtantine, who declar'd * 
War againſt Licinius, who perſecuted the Chril- y 
tians; and alſo that of his Succeſſors, who on the 
ſame Account carried their Arms into Perſia. - 
Would to God that that venerable Body, eſ- 
tabliſh'd to propagate the Goſpel in Foreign 
Parts, would do their utmoſt endeavours that it F 
might not expire at their own Doors.
